N«>w York. July 8. — Fits IIerl»ort simply toyel 
with Hilarious in the Advantv Stakes, of one mile 
nmi tive-sixteentlis. at Slieepsliwui Bay tmlay. Of 
the threi* nominations matle overnight Erfciuli was 
withdrawn and Fayette was addo^l. This ehanire 
failed to affect the autieipate<l outcome. Fayette 
ran forwardly in the early runnin:r. hut was never 
a really damrerous factor. Something akin to the 
interest anmsed hy the famous strusules for suprem- 
:iey between turf champions of the past, as in the 
cas«* of the Domino- Dobbins duel, the .Miss \\’oo«lford 
-Freeland contest and the Henr>’ of Navarre-Doinino 
dead heat, prevailed today, and approximately 
raein;; enthusiasts journeyed to the beautiful t’ontv 
Island Jockey Club course in autici|Hiti<»n of the 
o»>portunity to acclaim the three-year-old cliampi«*n 
of the s«*ason. Kadi of the mijrhty pair. Fits Her- 
lH‘rt and Hilarious, stripped with an uulM>aten stake 
winnimr re<*ord to his credit this ye«»r. and neither 
liad yet Imhui well measured in a race. Tlierefore. 
opinkms as to their resiH*ctive merits were fairly 
evenly dividiMl. The son of Ethelliert b«*came th • 
dominant factor in the runninjr from the outs<»t and 
puickly dissipated all doubt as to his overwhelmimr 
superiority. Retarded for a few strides. Fitz Her- 
lK*rt speeiiily drew out on the inside and prtK*eedi‘d 
to force a marvelously fast pace for a race of this 
character. The first unarter was run in 2l\k se<- 
onds. the first three-eiffhths in S4^, the half mile 
in 4031 and the three-quarters in I'.llii, All the while 
Fitz Herbert steadily drew away from his badly 
stascgering opponents. The closing half of the joui- 
ney was a proc*ession, with the leader pulling up 
and Hilarious and F^ayette resi>ectively secomi and 
third. exces.sively and nnneivssarily urged on in 
unavailing pursuit. Tlie last quarter of the race 
was covered In comparatively slow time and tended 
to show how completely and hopelessly beaten the 
Keene and Madden iKirses were. 

James R. Keene carefully looked Fitz Herbert 
over before the race and afterward watched his 
cooling out with enhanced interest. He congratu- 
lated S. C. Hildreth on owning so great a rac»* 
horse and so perfect a specimen of tiie thoroughbri'd. 
'Frainer James Rowe said: “Hilarious is a nice 

liorse. but he has no business with racers of Fitz 
Hevliert’s caliber and I will In* glad to let well 
miough alone from now ou. Hereafter Hilarious 
will not oppose Fitz Herbert in auy stakes. He 
certainly will not start in the Lawrence Realization. 
Fitz Hei'bert has the most perfect action of any 
horse I ever saw and he is undoubtedly a very preat 
race horse.’’ Nearly everylKsly coincides with Mr. 
Rowe in this. Like this year’s Suburban, no race 
was ever won with more impressiveness than the 
Advance. 

This was an afternoon of first-class sport, ideal 
weather and track conditions being important contri 
tnitory factors. Tlie racing furnished plenty of inci 
dent. .Julia Towel, odds-on favorite for the first 
race, fell ndiile running prominently on the far turn 
and was injured so badly that she liad to be de- 
stroyed. .T<x.*key Biitwell, who was riding. escap.Ml 
with a few minor bruis<*s. The stewanls investi- 
gated the a<-cid<‘nt and there was a long dtday liefoic 
the placings were offiidally confirmed, ('rowjey. who 
rode Lilvpad. was adjudgiMl guilty of rough riding 
and was suspendedt for the meeting. 

It was only about a fortnight ago that J. K. (laff 
iiey pun'hased .Tulla Towel from W. B. J<>nulngs 
for $2.,’»00. The day following her purchase she 
carried to victory the colors of her new owner, w’no 
is a recent n^cruit to the ranks of eastern owners. 
In her two-year-old form ^»he ran several excellent 
races, the winning of the Bpinaway Stakes at Sara- 
toga lielng lier most notable achievement. Here is 
the record of tlie filly’s racing career:

Last .vear. after the shipments abroad, anyone moderately conversant with the details of racing would 
ha-\’c named Maskette and Fayette as the probable top-notch filly and colt respectively among the three- 
year-idds of this year and very few would have thought of Joe Madden or Hilarious in that connection. 
Fitz Herliert could easily have been given high rank. In the outcome Maskette has met all expectations. 
Fayette has started seven times and been beaten seven times. Fitz Herbert and Hilarious are the undis- 
puted leaders among the three-year-old colts and Joe Madden has won more money than any other horse in 
the iiuintry. Except in the case of Maskette, this is overturning things with a vengeance and the situa- 
tion is interesting. There may be other complications presently. The Meddler colt. Detective, is credited 
with a tremendous mile and a half trial recently and Fayette is giving indications of late pointing to re- 
cover.v of his undeniable good form of last year. In the west Olambala, Tiute and Tlaudmore have shown 
foun that will have to be considered when the clans of the east and the west gather at Saratoga next 
1(10111 h. 

So far as money won is concerned, Joe Madden and Hilarious are so far in front of the others that at 
present it is simply a race between the pair, with Hilarious having a chance to make a close thing of It 
if he wins the Lawrcm*e Realization next Tuesday. Only this pair. Maskette and High ^’rivate have won 
$10.iK»0 or more, all of the other winners lieing far btdow this sum. The records of the thirty leading 
three-year-olds up to and including Wednesday are:

The Joliet management 
will hang up $3,000 in purses for the fourteen run 
iilng race.s that will be given during the meeting. 

It is understood that If the racing is sufficiently 
patronized and goes along smoothly, the manage- 
ment of the track will extend the mecilug.

PREDICTS SUCCESS FOR ROCK SAND. 



Manager of Nursery Stud Also Looks for Good 
Things from the Untried Singleton. 



New York. July 8. — EJdward Kane, manager of 
August Belmont’s Nursery Stud, predicts great stud 
.success for Rock Sand, the Epsom Derby winner, 
for wiiich the chairman of the Jockey Club paid the 
handsome sum of $125,000 several .years ago. Tlie 
first of the Rock Sands will race next season here 
and in England and the best of them will bear the 
silks of .Mr. Belmont. Only one IbK-k Sand was sold 
Saturdav by the Fasig-Tipton Company. He was 
Big Rock, rather an unprepossessing chestnut, out 
of the Hastings mare. Bivouac. Joe .Tones bought 
Big Rock for $3(H). It Is generally conceded that 
the Rock Sand colts out of Beldame. Tea’s Over 
(the dam of Ort Wells and Diek Welles) and Ori- 
i!Uta (the dam of Okenite), are the stars of tiic 
Sainfoin horse’s first erop. Tliese youngsters are to 
go to England to race next year under the manage- 
ment of trainer Whtson. 

Mr. Kane says that Rock Sand has matured Into 
a supi‘rli stallion of fine temper. He is a singu- 
larly virile horse and he breeds uniformly and 
stamps his progeny with his awn likeness. The 
stallion family to which Rock Suud belongs has been 
successful in this country. 

Ro<-k Sami and the old reliable Hastings are tlie 
stallions receiving the gi-eatest attention at the 
Nurserj- Stud these days, but Mr. Kane has an un- 
known for which he preilicts success. Tliis is Sin- 
gleton, a son of St. Simon and I'icld Azure. Field 
Azure, now at James R. Keene’s Caslleton Stud, 
is a daughter of Bend Or. Singleton was bred 
liy the late Marcus Daly, of Montana, at his Eng- 
lish stud and brought to this country In 1901. Mr. 
Belmont paid $13,000 for him when he was a 
weauliug at the sale at which Jamps R. Keene pur 
chased Optime, the dam of Sysonby. 

As a yearling Singleton was tried highly, but ho 
did not race. His legs went back on him. Accord- 
ing to Mr. Kane, Singleton is one of the finest ani- 
mals of the St. iSiuion family <hi this side of the 
Atlantic, and he is a horse of tine temper. Like 
Rock Sand he breeds uniformly and his colts and 
fillies are generally youngsters of size, bfme and 
substance. Several members of Singleton’s first 
crop will race next season. Their performances will 
be watched critically, because recent performances 
of the offspring of ^ndriiigham and Planudes have 
reawakened interest in the family of St. Simon.

JAMES R. KEENE’S PLANS FOR COLIN. 



Unbeaten Colt Probably Will Be Mated with English 
Mares Next Season Before Return to America. 



New York, July 8. — James R. Keene probably will 
not bring his great Commando colt. Colin, back to 
the United States until the middle of next year. 
He has given up hope of seeing Colin race in Eng- 
land liecause the c*olt’s forelegs are to the bad. 
He will not stand the kind of preparation he requires 
to fit him to hold his own with horses of his class 
in Great Britain. 

But it is the intention of the vice-chairman of the 
Jockey Club to establish the horse at some English 
stud next spring and buy some mares to breed to 
him. He may also permit Colin to serve the mares 
of English breeders for substantial fees. Mr. Keene 
probably will not experience difficulty In disposing 
of fifteen or twenty seasons to Colin in England. 
The fame of the brown horse crossed the Atlantic 
before him and many breeders have indicated a de- 
sire to send good mares to him. 

The produce of such mares as Mr. Keene may 
breed to Colin liefore the horse returns to the 
Uniteil States will be left in England to race as 
two and three-year-olds under the spotted jacket. 



Buffalo. N. Y".. July 8. — A1 Koenigsberg’s Rose 
Queen again demonstrated her class this afternoon 
when she won the feature race at Fort Erie from a 
band of good sprinters. The Kingston filly had 
been assigned rather a hard task by the handicapper, 
who asked her to concede from six to twenty-four 
pounds to some pretty shifty horses. But Koenigs- 
berg’s filly proved equal to the emergency and came 
out of the race with fresh laurels. It was her 
fifth consecutive victory on the Canadian circuit. 
Rose Queen, because of her consistent running, has 
lu^come a prime favorite with northern race-goers. 
She was heavily backed today and her victory was 
roundly applauded, jockey Mentry being given an 
ovation when he dismounted. 

It w’as favorite’s day. a majority of the races 
being taken by the choices. In only two instances 
did the favorites fail to siore. One of these was 
the race won by P. T. Chinn’s Chief Kee. The 
latter, a big, lumbering colt, has steadily improveil 
with racing and it now looks as though he might 
develop Into a good colt, especially when asked to 
go a bit farther. 

An accident oc*curred In the closing race. Jockey 
Rettlg, who had the moimt on Howard Shean. got 
a nasty-looking fall. In roimdlng the turn into the 
backstretch the field bunched up and Hooray swerved 
over to the inside and jostled Howard Shean. Tlie 
latter got tangled up in a jam and turned a somei- 
sault Rettig roll^ for twenty feet and W'heii 
picked up he was considerably bruised. The lad was 
weak and unable to walk and was carried to the 
paddock on a stretcher, but soon after the races he 
recovered his strength and walked home. 

William Walker definitely announced today that 
he would retire from racing for a while at least. 
Walker will locate at the home of his parents at 
Uxbridge, a small town in western Ontario. His 
entire stable. Including Stanley Fay and Bellwether, 
will be sold by auction In the paddock at Fort Erie 
(Ml Saturday. Walker has already shipped the Salii 
stalion. Earl Rogers, to his farm, together with a 
few mares. Walker will try and breed a King's 
Plate winner and what racing he will do in the next 
few years will be confined to the Canadian tracks. 

Jockey Eddie Walsh has sfgnqd to ride for John 
W. Schorr during the remainder of the season on the 
Canadian circuit. 

W. W. Lyles was among the arrivals from Latonia 
this morning. Several racing strings got in from 
that point, includi^ among others Dave Henry’s 
division of Barney Swirelber’s stable. D. T. Morris. 
Howard Oots and J. Stevens. Jockeys W. Paul and 
Steele also arrived from the same place. 

John Ferriss shipped the Oriius colt, Olambala. 
to Sheepsbead Bay yesterday.

“It is an erroneous impression that because the 
racing .season has heen extended to November 15. 
and there will lie f»*w open dates, the tracks will 
all make money.’’ sa.vs the New York Sun. “The 
Belmont I’ark and Gi*avesend meetings were run 
at a slight loss, it is said, and the Coney Island 
Jockey Club will Im* extremely lucky if the present 
s«*ssion at Sheepshead Bay results in an even break 
liiianeially. In k«H‘piiig the tracks o|k*u this year 
the turf magnates say tliey have been actuated by 
a desire to proviih* an opfiortunlty to horseiueu to 
iiiaiiitain tlndr staMes without loss and to prevent 
the breeding industry fiom dying out. They are 
lio|»eful as to the future, but they say tliey do not 
exi>e(*t the old days of prosperity to return for 
some time. The uiaint<‘iian<‘e of a *raee track is aii 
exiM'usive luxury. It is estimated tliat the daily 
expense Ineiirr(‘d will be more than $6,qo0. As tl/e 
attendance is limited to the regulars, it is argued 
that dividends are imiwssible under the present cir- 
I cumstances.”

— Thomas Hitchcock, Jr., did 
not have the opportunity while he was In France of 
seeing his gixMl steeplechaser, Stokes, race, but 
he heard nothing but praisi* of the horse from 
persons who had seen him run and jump. The 
horse was in fine condition when Mr. Hitchcock in- 
spected him at Fnsl Burlew’s stable. Burlew. who 
trained Stokes’ brother, Belmere. for his trlnmpha 
In the Buffalo and Brooklyn Derbys, is del^bted 
with the Ogden four-year-old. He told Mr. Hitch- 
cock that Stokes was steadily Improving and prophe- 
sie<i that next year few French horses would beat 
him. 

Mr. Hitchcock was pleased with what he saw of 
French racing during his eighteen days’ stay at 
Paris. He did a lot of running about, aud the 
general character of the French horse made a strong 
impression upon him. There are no bigger or better 
lK>ned horses in the world than those that race in 
France he says. 

The French cavalry, Mr. Hitchcock says, are the 
best mounteii cavalry lii the world, the cab horsea 
of Paris and other cities of the great republic are 
muscular, shapely, fast, tough and docile, and the 
average country gentleman’s mount is a picture of 
grace and beauty, all of which is due to the graft- 
ing under governmental encouragement of thorough- 
breds upon native stock. Mr. Hitchcock was very 
much benefited by his sea trip and his outing in 
France. He regained the flesh he lost while ill 
with remittent fever early in the spring, and he 
fools as well as he ever did. .Mr. Hitchcock has 
resumed the active work of training his ’chasers. 
It was he who put the fini.shing touches on the 
preparation of California King for the Independeuce.
